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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 9/19/08 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that since there has already been a 
search and examination, there would not be a serious burden. This is not found 
persuasive because the references now applied against group I would not necessarily 
be applied in the same way against the claims withdrawn as being not elected. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tessier et al. (Tessier), U.S. Patent 6,149,788 in view of Deguchi et al. (Deguchi), U.S. 
Patent 6,344,122. 

The Tessier patent discloses the claimed method comprising passing a first 
water stream through a depleting compartment of an electrochemical device to produce 
a second water stream, passing the second water stream through a cathode 
compartment of the electrochemical device to produce a third water stream (see figure 
2). The result claimed in claims 2, 3, 5-7 would be inherently produced by the passage 
of the diluted water through the cathode chamber by products electrolytically 
necessarily produced by the cathode. 
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The patent fails to disclose that the LSI is less than about 0 of the second water 
stream. The Deguchi patent is cited to show the steps one having ordinary skill in the 
art would take to reduce the SI, which is presumed to be similar to the LSI claimed (see 
col. 10, lines 20-42). 

Consequently, the invention as whole would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the disclosure of 
the Tessier patent with the teachings of Deguchi patent, because the Deguchi patent 
teaches the conventional techniques used by the ordinary artisan to lower the SI to 
prevent scaling.
